The petition, signed by the court 
employes, was presented to Mr. Pitt­
man by a delegation of the court 
workers. Mr. Pittman reserved de­
cision. 

A petition, it was learned, also is 
being circulated among Baltimore at­
torneys. Some lawyers are seeking to 
induce Mr. Pittman to run for the 
office, subject to the Democratic pri­
mary in September. Political forces, 
however, already have been marshaled 
on behalf of other potential candidates.

Acting Incumftent Seeks Dem­

ocratic Nomination For 

Supreme Bench Post 

M. Luther Pittman, acting clerk of 
the Superior Court under appoint­
ment by the judges of the Supreme 
Bench, today announced his candidacy 
for the Democratic nomination for the 
clerkship. He is one of the few "career 
candidates," according to attorneys, to 
seek such an office. 

Having spent twenty years in the 
Superior Court and liaving held all 
but one of the various types of posi-

out, Pittman will 

abandon his present civil service posi­
tion and pension rights. The elective 
position pays a salary of $3,500 an­
nually. Pittman's salary in the past 

few years as chief clerk and deputy 
has been the same amount annually. 

Several petitions now being circu­
lated among attorneys and approxi­
mately 400 signatures of lawyers so 
far have been appended urging Pitt­
man to seek the clerkship. E. Paul 
Mason, president of the Bar Associa­
tion of Baltimore city, upon being in­
formed of the acting clerk's announce­
ment, said: 

"He has made an excellent court 
clerk and knows more about the court 
office and its functions than most law­
yers." 

Is An Attorney 
Pittman is an attorney. He was 

graduated from the University of 
Maryland Law School in 1925 after 
he had worked for a number of years 
ir. the clerk's office. He lives with his 

wife and three children at 3607 Hicks 
avenue, in the Forest Park section. 

In 1918 Pittman was appointed as 
a recorder in the Superior Court by 
Mr. Little. He held various clerk-1 
ships and cashierships in various de­
partments of the office until he became 
the court clerk in one of the tri­
bunals. In 1937 he was made deputy 
and chief clerk and last February was 
appointed acting clerk by the Bench.

The petition is 26 feet long and

It was 59 years ago—April 3 
1879—that a petition signed by 357 
lawyers was sent to Francis A. 
Prevost, who had been appointed 
Clerk of the Superior Court by the 
Supreme Bench, to run for election 
for the same position. 

The petition, frayed and faded, 
is still preserved in the court rec­
ords and the signatures attached 
show that the Maryland bar at that 
period was among the best in the 
country. Among the famous names 
noted are Severn Teackle Wallis 
I. Nevitt Steele, A. Leo Knott, 
Reverdy Johnson, Bernard Carter 
John P. Poe, Randolph Barton, 
Orville Horwitz, Robert A. Dobbin, 
Roger W. Cull, A. W. Machen 
Frank Gosnell, Joseph Packard, 
Southgate Lemmon, J. H. B. 
Latrobe, Jr., John E. Semmes 
(what a fighter he was!) , Frank 
X Ward, George M. Sharp, Albert 
Ritchie (father of our late Gover­
nor), John H. Thomas, William F. 
Frick and J. Wilson Leakin.

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Discovers Law To 
Test Keenness 

Of Senses 
By GOBIND BEHARI LAL 
International News Service 

Science Editor 
NEW YORK, Nov. 9 — A dis­

covery that will make it possible 
to measure and predict the keen­
ness of any person's major senses, 
in health or disease, was revealed 
today a t the Neurological Insti tute 
of Columbia University's College of 
Physicians and Surgeons. 

Dr. Charles .A. Elsberg, noted 
brain surgeon and nerves specialist, 
assisted by Dr. H. Spotnitz, has 
found a general law about the way 
in which the nervous system acts 
when any sensation is experienced. 

TESTS MADE 

Tests were made on various per­
sons for their abilities to disting­
uish things by vision, smell, hear­
ing and taste. Each individual's 
highly specialized pattern of sense 
perception was measured. 

Generally it was found that 
there are marked or slight differ­
ences, but always measurable dif­
ferences, between the powers of 
vision, smell, audition, tas te Of any 
two persons. 

DIAGNOSE SITE 
In the case of vision, smell and 

hearing, it was possible even to 
diagnose accurately the site of a 
cancer of the brain or of the 
nerve fibers. When a person had a 
common cold, the ability to smell 
was altered. 

Thus, these tests of the impor­
t an t human senses in each case 
serve as new and sensitive means 
of diagnosing nerve and brain dis­
turbances. 

FACTORS IN LAW 
Two of the things involved in 

the law are the intensity of the 
stimulating cause, such as light, 
odor, sound, taste, and the time 
taken before the person feels any­
thing. 

Dr. Elsberg found that "the cube 
roots" of numbers always came out 
in the law. For instance 3 is the 
cube root of 27, and 5 of 125. Some­
how these cube root numbers are 
"of great significance for the activ­
ity of the central nervous sys­
tem," says the Columbia University 
brain surgeon. 

Here may be the s tar t of a 
science of numbers that help in un­
derstanding the secrets of the hu­
man mind.
